Congressmen, including Dodd, 
Powell, and Rivers, saying that 
Dodd is by far the worst. ‘*But,’? 
predicted Pearson, ‘he will 
probably get only a Senatorial 
censure, at most.” He also pre- 
dicted Powell’s re-election, and 
return tothe House, probably with 
a reprimand. Rivers, he added, 
probably won’t be investigated. 

In talking about the hot issue 
of news management, Pearson 
said that every President in his 
experience managed, or tried to 
manage, some reporting of the 
news. Two exceptions, Pearson 
noted, were President Truman, 
who ‘‘just slugged it out,” and 
President Eisenhower, ‘‘who 
didn’t read the newspapers.’’ 
Pearson defended the Johnson 
administration on this score, 
saying that ‘‘the newsistherefor 
those who want to get it.’? 

In his usual no-holds-barred 
style, Pearson zipped through 
his lecture, interspersing it with 
some humorous anecdotes, tell- 
ing of some personal experiences 
with world leaders, such as his 
visit with Khruschev in 1961. 

In the final ten minutes, Pear- 
son fielded some questions from 
the floor. When asked about the 
possible Republican nominee for 
President in 1968, Pearson pre~ 
dicted, to the surprise of many, 
that it would be Governor Rocke- 
feller. He sees Romney steadily 
losing ground, and Nixon with 
“too much scar tissue.’? 

Pearson concluded his talk 
by saying that he is ‘‘fairly opti- 
mistic” about the future, in re- 
gard to both foreign affairs and 
the Great Society.

Students Participating In Vietnam 
Week Are Opposed To The War 


The first exhibition of stu- 
dent interest in the Vietnam War 
took place last week. The Ad 
Hoc Committee of Concerned 
CCP Students and Faculty or- 
ganized and sponsored the four- 
day program. On the second day 
of the program, the audience 
of 55 students and faculty were 
asked if we belonged in Viet- 
nam. Thirty-six students ans- 
wered no, thirteen thought yes, 
and six people abstained from 
voting. The audience was then 
asked if they thought escalation 
was inevitable? Thirty-one 
answered yes, five answered no, 
and nineteen abstained.

Vietnam, And Is Escalation In- 
evitable?’

Mawr College’ and co-author of 
‘‘America’s Vietnam Policy,The 
Strategy of Deception.’’ 

There were two films pre- 
sented. The first, entitled ‘‘Al- 
ternative To The Draft, was 
from the Friend’s Peace Com- 
mittee and was shown by Martha 
and Pete Westover. The second 
film which also came from the 
Friend’s, was entitled ‘‘The Time 
of the Locust.” 

The inspiration for the Viet- 
Nam Week activities came from 
a lecture-discussion led by Mr. 
Frank Carner on Wednesday, 
April 5. The topic of this dis- 
cussion was: ‘‘Do we belong in 
Viet Nam???’

public institutions. 


SGA Must Take Action ! 


The issue will remain open 
until the SGA submits the ap- 
proved regulations. There are 
other smaller areas which the 
SGA has failed to investigate. 
Inadequate library hours have 
not received their attention. The 
specific use of some of the rooms 
on the fifth floor (now being 
wasted) is open to the SGA. 
The Student Government has thus 


far remained passive to all these 


issues.

Attempts to brain wash America’s students are increas- 
ing in number. A recently published report from the House 
Committee on Un-American activities (HUAC) clearly shows 
how the ‘Spring Mobilization to End the War in Viet Nam’’ 
was conceived of by known communist leaders. 


This little circulated report demonstrates how trained 
organizers are using America’s involvement in the Viet 
Nam war as a springboard to further their own political 
philosophy. It shows how Bettina Aptheker (an admitted 
member of the Communist party in the United States,) 
Joel Britton (an organizer for the Socialist Workers / 
Party-Trotskyist Communists,) and numerous members 
of pro-communist organizations laid the framework of this 
massive ‘‘peacenik protest.’’ 

Of course, this is not trying to suggest that the 200,000 


“demonstrators were communists. Most were sincere paci- 


fists, liberals, and temperate leftists. But all were used 
as dupes to further the communist cause. 

Students are an idealistic group. They have not experi- 
enced the hardships of life so they cling to their frail 
dreams of a life of love ‘Unfortunately, this is only a 
dream. 

International communism is engaged in an all-out propa- 
ganda campaign to pit Americans against Americans...to 
weaken our will to resist over aggression...to convince us 
to let down our guard. The communists have made no 
secret of what they stand for. It’s an open book for every- 
one to read. The following is a statement by Dimitri Z. 
Manuilsky, a noted communist leader, given to the students 
of the Lenin School of Political Warfare in Moscow back 
in 1931. He could have made the prophecy yesterday. 


«War to the hilt between capitalism and com- 
munism is inevitable. Today, of course, we are 
not strong enough to attack. Our time will come 
in 20 or 30 years. In order to win, we shall 
need the element of surprise. The bourgeoisie 
will have to be put to sleep so we shall begin 
by launching the most spectacular peace move- 
ment on record. There will be electrifying 
overtures and unheard of concessions. The capi- 
talist countries, stupid and decadent, will rejoice 
to cooperate in their own distruction. They will 
leap at another chance to be our friends. As 
soon as their guard is down, we shall smash 
them with our clenched fist. 


Students are well aware that they are being exploited 
by parents, industry, and governemt but they are noticing 
this foreign invasion. According to FBI director J. Edgar 
Hoover, ‘‘When the young person is a teenager is the 
time he is forming his basic convictions in life--and the 
communists know this. For that reason, they want to 
touch his thinking, to expose him to the decitful double 
talk of their program.” There is no greater challenge to 
eduators and students today than the battle they must 
wage against the insidious communist propaganda machine.

tional system stands. Cynical and 
blind to what is decent and good, 
they exaggerate petty flaws and 
flaunt their advocation of change 
only because they cannot be con- 
tent with what is. 

Perfection is a. normal as- 
piration of young pople who must 
experience, beforé reaching ma- 
turity, a rebellious period. Psy- 
chology teaches us this. Conse- 
quently, nourished by the inno- 
cence and naivete of their quarry 
the student subversive 
teachers enjoy more influence 
than their small, though not in- 
significant number, would indi- 
cate. Our schools must be rid 
of this malevolent influence, and 
some way must be found to re- 
place it with a revolutionary 
spirit which would genuinely sat 
isfy the rebellious needs of our 
youth to build with our guidance 
a better world. 

Certainly, the world is not 
perfect. Some change is always 
necessary. But change should be 
gradual and effected through 
those institutions which exist. If 
change is not to be meaningless: 
chaos, then responsible, exper- 
ienced leadership, capable of es- 
tablishing order, is necessary. 
It is clear that we would want a 
doctor to handle, if it were neces- 
sary, the reformation of medi- 
cine. Senators best regulate sen- 
ators, bankers bankers) lawyers 
lawyers, dentists dentists, exe- 
cutives workers, administrators 
teachers, and parents children. 
All this is self-evident. 

We live in an age of special- 
ization. America, for the most 
part, has been remarkably suc- 
cessful in producing gifted lead- 
ers. Let the leaders lead and we 
will never be led astray. Who, 
after all, has the experience to 
‘best determine when authority is 
being abused, if not those who are 
in a position to abuse it? Who, let 
us be realistic, possess the power 
to initiate real change, if not 
those who are in power? We know 
as axiomatic that democratic 
society is based on mutual trust. 
Distrust, suspicion undermines 
that foundation. Therefore, if one 
is displeased with the nature of 
things, he should not draw sus- 
picion on himself by parading 
around with signs. There are 
proper, legal channels up which 
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this show of faith in constituted 
Authority which provides- the 
basis for its faith in us.

Our schools stand as beacons of 
light, enlightening our fortress 

and infusing with intelligence 
those who remain secure within 
and those courageous youths who 
sally out carrying the torch, 
seeking to light the surrounding 
darkness. It is not only intoler- 
able, but immoral that we permit 
a subversive cancer to infiltrate 
the very heart of our society. 
IS it really irresponsible or un- 
reasonable to call these ‘‘free 
thinking”? deceivers of youth by 
their proper name? Or isit more 
irresponsible and unreasonable 
to go about eliminating Reds, 
Commies, kooks, gooks, without 
while tolerating their gnawing 
away from within? 

The answer is self evident; 
yet the question ‘remains: how 
do we rid ourselves of this can- 
cer while satisfying the irritating 
though legitimate needs of the 
students? As for the first part, 
I certainly advocate dismissal 
as a necessary first step towards 
pacification, and the first duty of 
the teacher in his capacity as 
Educator- is to inform on his 
fellows. Yet, for every irre- 
sponsible miseducator dismiss- 
ed, ten seem to pop up in his 
place. And it seems that for every 
sly subversive in our schools at 
least ten responsible educators 
are needed to watch him and the 
naive students he has succeeded 
in subverting. (I have noticed that 
one of the common techniques 
these infiltrators use is to‘keep 
the student in a constant state of 
terror of flunking if the unfor- 
tunate innocent should not submit 
to his invidious influence, thus 
destroying the student’s will to 
resist and greatly reducing his 
chances of passing legitimate 
' courses.) 

Where is the institution, 
‘where is the authority and power 
to direct the specialized skills 
required to effectively handle 
this situation? Though the ans- 
wer has long been kept hidden, 
it is now evident. 

I have been encouraged by the 
recent disclosures concerning 
the growing commitment of the 
Central Intelligence Agency to 
American education. Certainly, 
the CIA is a legitimate institu- 
tion, possessed (through demo- 
cratic channels) of power and: 
authority, and staffed by dedicat- 
ied specialists in the area of 
accumulating, controlling and 
disseminating information. In 
‘addition to this, the Agency has 
|been known to have used its know- 
[ledge to effectlegitimate change.

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“AFTRA You’ve Gone...” 


Well, after two weeks of the 
first radio-television general 
performer strike since 1936, 
things in TV-land now seem tobe 
getting back to normal, whatever 
that is. What-a time we, the 
viewing public, had there for a 
while. It was great entertain- 
‘ment, long-running, non-spon- 
sored, and all for free. — 

For those of you who care, 
the AFTRA (American Federa- 
tion of Radio and Television Ar- 
tist) strike was over one very 
important issue -- MONEY. As 
usual, the strikers wanted more 
money than the employers (in 
this case, the networks) were 
willing to give them. Basically, 
it was the low man on the totem 
pole -- the staff announcer and 
newscaster who wanted more 
money. They are paid usually on 
a scale, which, at about $250 a 
week, is hardly astronomical. 
When the networks decided not 
to grant the raises, the strike was 
called, and every radio and tele- 
vision performer on the network 
level - announcers, entertainers, 
newscasters, etc. were bound by 
the union not to work , and to 
picket the premises. \

For a while there, he 
seemed to be working quadruple 
shifts, in what paymasters would 
describe as ‘‘double golden- 


time.” Actually, Zenker was the 
best of a usually dreary lot. In 
some cases, especially radio, 
the networks would have done 
better to replay old news shows. 
They’re better: anyway. 


For a while, it was all fun 


and games, with big-name pickets 
such as Ed MacMahon and Hugh 
Downs daily accosted by the auto- 
graph hounds. Then, out of a 
‘troubled’? conscience, 
Huntley decided to cross the 
picket lines, or as some of the 
more vehement union members 
were overheard to say, scab. 
After Huntley, a few others such 
as Frank McGee and Morgan 
Beatty followed. Judging by union 
reaction, it wasn’t the wisest 
move Chet could have made.

War Is Hell Dept. 


New Draft Laws

The antiquated Selective Service System is due for a change.. 
The war in Vietnam is killing more Americanmen every week. The 
inequalities of the present system, which is 19 years old, are about 


to be removed. 


President Johnson listed changes in the present system which 
he is planning to make. The American people and the Congress 
would be wise to support these 


changes. 


The President has proposed | 


the drafting of all 19-year-old 
men first. This is a good idea, 
which many of the people assoc- 
iated with the draft approve. 
However, I believe that this is 
good. only if you are over 19. 
Older men are (say the experts) 
either in college or launched in 
their careers. Young men are 
able to adjust to the service alot 
easier than are older males. To 


my way of thinking, there is no | 
difference in adjustment between , 


a man of 19 and one of 23. Any- 
way, 
year-old youths available than 
any other age group, even more 


than the draft calls need, this - 


looks like a good way to keep 
these boys off of the streets 
(i-e., thus lowering the teenage 
crime rate). The President de- 
cided on the lottery system to 
-add to the fairness. Since the 
number of those available ex- 
ceeds the need, the lottery sys- 
tem would cut out the inequalities. 

The touchy question of student 
deferments is to be delayed 
another month. Thereistoo much 
disagreement on that subject. 
Eighty percent of the armed ser- 
vices officers come from col- 
lege. By ending undergraduate 
deferments, this manpower pool 
would become limited. 

General Gross, Pennsylvania 
State Director of the Selective 
Service, opposes the draft law 
changes. At present, older men 
are drafted first. The new pro- 
posal to draft 19-year olds first 
would mean that older men would 
escape the draft. 

He opposed the commission’s 
proposal that the draft boards, 
of which there are 4,000 in the 
nation, be consolidated into 300- 
500 regional boards. The draft 
board is similar to a civil court. 


since there are more 19-, 


They both make occasional mis- 
takes, but are subject to appeals 
of their decisions. If there were 
consolidated boards, the regis- 
trants would have to travel to get 
to them. They would be more ex- 
pensive, because of paying the 
transportation of the registrant to 
reach the proposed consolidated 
board. t 

Gross was adamant in his be- 
lief that the end of the. student 
deferment would serve more evil 
than good. He said that America 
needs trained men. According to 
statistics, more students enter 
the service after graduation than 
do non-students. 
On the proposal to draft fath- 
ers, he said that he did not feel 
that the present situation was 
serious enough to warrant the 
drafting of men with children. 


Gross stated that he, upon re- 
ceiving orders from the Presi- 
dent if the proposals were made 
laws, could change the state sys- 
tem in 48 hours. The lottery, 
however, would require a little 
more time. 


During World War II, the lot- 
tery was used. It was so hap- 
hazard a system that it was aban- 
doned during that war. The pre- 
sent system represents an effort 
to exercise some discrimination 
for the best deployment of man- 
power. The use of a blind lottery 
takes the government off the spot; 
no one could complain of being 
discriminated against. The lot- 
tery leaves the choice of man- 
power to pure chance. 


In trying to forecast what the 
major changes in the selective 
system willbe, one must compare 
the reconciliation of both the 
Clark Panel and the Johnson 
Commission. They both agree on 
drafting -19-year-old men first. 


On the question of college defer- 
ments, the Johnson Commission 
is split. The Clark Panel, how- 
ever, is all for the continuation 
of student deferments. On the 
question of a lottery system, the 
President is at odds with various 
Congressmen. 

All in all, the future draft 
system looks fairer than the pre- 
sent system. Except for the draft- 
ing. of the younger men first, 
I think that this long awaited 
change is best. However, there 
are certain things in both the old 
and the new system which are 
wrong. For example, men who 
have committed various crimes 
are not inducted. They are not 
even accepted if they try to en- 
list. We have become aware that 


the mental standards for induc- | | 


tion are becoming lower and 
lower. Surely, men of low in- 
telligence are more susceptible 
to acts of criminality in the ser- 
vice than men who, in moments 


of rashness, committed a crime. |. 


Most of us have done things 
which are just as bad or even 
worse than the man who is un- 
acceptable for service. We just 
didn’t get caught.

These men are not maladjusted 
kooks, but dedicated, profes- 
sional public servants who have 
been known to do anything in the 
‘way of preserving and perfecting 
freedom and prosperity through- 
out the world. Agents have con- 
sistently demonstrated a salutary 
indifference to their personal 
well-being and have achieved a 
certain measure of happiness by 
being well paid for freely com- 
mitting every known form of 
perversion, to have betrayed, 
lied, subverted, assassinated, 
adultered, prostituted, raped, 
murdered, massacred, burned, 
tottured and further martyred 
themselves in the protection, 
purification and perfection of the 
American way of life. Is there 
any necessity to emphasize the 
beneficial effects on American 
youth, for instance, of the sort 
of loyalty and courageous will- 
ingness to effect a dramatic 
change that it takes -- and that 
these men surely have -- to 
‘‘eliminate’’ (if necessary) one’s 
own mother?

Dr. Goddard asked that ‘‘any 
instances of the illegal use or 
possession (of LSD and amphe- 
tamines) should be reported at 
once to the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration district office.’? He 
advised university officials to 
‘send us any questions you may 
have which will aid in climinat- 
ing the illegal use of hallucino- 
genic and stimulant drugs.’’ 

Although FDA officials claim 
they are primarily interested in 
finding illegal sources of drug 
supply rather than finding indivi- 
dual users, they admit to co- 
operating with local law enforce- 
ment officials in geographical 
areas where possession of such 
drugs violates local law. 

Federal statute prohibits the 
sale of LSD, but possession for 
individual use is not a criminal 
act. FDA’s agents, however, are 
authorized to use ‘‘executive 
seizure’’ in confiscating LSD un- 
der the provisions of the Federal 
Food, Drug, and Cosmetic 
Amendments of 1965. 

Seizure is permissible be- 
cause LSD, lacking FDA ap- 
proval, is not in ‘‘legal distri- 
bution.’ After 20 years of re- 
search it is still classified as 
an ‘‘investigatory new drug.” 

An FDA official said that 
agents were trained to be ‘‘well- 
aware. of what the rights are.” 
The official stated, ‘It doesn’t 
make any sense to make an ar- 
rest if you’re going to be thrown 
out of court.’ j 

Some FDA agents have been 
specially trained at the Univer- 
sity of California at Berkeley’s 
School of Criminology. There, 
the agents are taught law, tech- 
niques of enforcement, crimin- 
ology and corrections, drugs, 
physical evidence, accounting and 
auditing, weapons training, phy- 
sical conditioning, and use of 
vehicles. (A recent U.S, Senate 
report indicates the largest num- 
ber of LSD users at any school 
exists at Berkeley. The report 
attributed 2500 LSD users to the 
Berkeley campus). 

While Dr. Goddard’s agents 
were looking about the campus, 
the debate over the implications 
of LSD use continued at many 
colleges. At others, administra- 
tors were taxing independent ac- 
tion against student drug use. 

Haverford College president 
Hugh Borton told students that 
they faced possible suspension 
for repeated drug use. Borton 
said durg use is ‘‘largely social- 
ly unacceptable and hence puts 
the good name of the college in 
jeopardy.’’ He said Haverford 
would cooperate with all law 
enforcement agencies ‘‘as a mat- 
ter of policy.’’ 

Borton said the Pennsylvania 
college has a physician, a psy- 
chiatrist, and counsellors avail- 
able to discuss matters confi-
